Your  school  at  the  present  time  has  an  enrollment  of  25  pupils 
of  whom  three  are  registered  in  Grade  Eight. 

In  June  of  1941,  one  pupil  was  graduated  from  the  eighth 
grade  with  the  usual  exercises  at  the  Grange  Hall.
